TELEGRAPHIC PICTCRFS 


New York Letter In Indianapolis Journal 
I am able to give you the first 


news of an invention -which the 
New York dailies have not yet 
heard of, but which seems likely to 
stir up the whole country during 
the coming few years. 


It is another of the achievements 


of electricity, and is called telegraph- 
ic photography. The claim of the 
inventor is that he can, by a single 
flash of electricity, telegraph any 
amount of printed matter simulta- 
neously for a distance of at least fifty 
miles. Before me lying on the ta- 
ble where I 
Mrite is the printed 


prospectus o'f a mine, about twelve 
by fifteen inches, arranged in news- 
paper columns and witli a displayed 
head over it and four handsome en- 
gravings illustrating the text. It is 
a beautiful print, but apparently in 
diamond type so small as to be lead 
with difficulty. 
On the othir side 


of the table lies a sheet four.timts as 
large, m brevier or long primer, ev- 
idently the original of the prospectus 
'•This small one is the telegraphic 
copy, it was telegraphed «">0 miles," 
says mv friend, who is in the new 
company. A comparison pho^s slut 
they :U« precisely the same, but lln> 
smaller one sho\va no indicttioiih of 
an impression; and the gentleman 
who brings it, declares that it na-> 
printed by telegraph. He also shows 
me a picture, apparently a bit of 
spatter-work—a submerged anchor 
beautifully entwined and overgrown 
with marine flora and corals, and 
then he brings another exactly like 
it in si/e and style. They are both 
apparently lithographs, with the 
strongest light and shade. 
"One of 


them n the original," sajs the gen- 
tleman, "and the other, I cannot tc II 
which, is the telegraphic copy." He 
goes on to explain "The picture was 
put into a little box at one Bide o: 
l he laboratory, and was reproduced 
on this paper on the opposite wall 
before my eyes. There was only a 
wire between—a wire twenty fee 
long, say. That is why it is of th 
same siVe. 
When we telegraph 


picture or a newspaper fifty miles 
it becomes much reduced in bi/e— 
reduced in proportion to the distance 
It is this that the inventor is now 
trying to overcome. If it cannot b 
overcome by some reversing proces 
we shall have to po to the trouble o 
rephotographing i he matter sent a 
its destination, sr> as to get it bad 
to the same si/e. We could tele 
graph the whol? New York Tribun

WASHINGTOH, D. C., Feb. 12.—One 


of the most extensive freshets ever wit- 
nessed in this region paid its respects 
to the oily to-day, doing immense dim- 
age to property and filling the capital 
with excitement. Fortunately the warn- 
ing of the breaking up of the ice above 
Harper's Ferry and the rapid rise of 
the river at tbat'po-nt yesterday pre- 
pared the wharf owners and warehouse 
men in a measure for the threatened 
destruction. All last night was spent 
in getting such perishable goods as 
could be removed to a place of safety. 
The extent, however, of the flood was 
wholly unlocked for. More than a square 
mile of the business section of the city 
is now under water, and boats have been 
plying up and down Pennsylvania ave 
nne ill the afternoon. The flood still 
shows little signs of abatement. Great 
fields of ice came sweeping down early 
this morning and gradually formed a 
gorge against the long bridge. As most 
of this bridge is i solid causeway, the 
ioe soon formed a complete dam from 
the District to the Virginia shore, piling 
high above the roadway, crushing the 
foot and wagon ways like BO much pa

per, and bending the trestle work over 
the channel into a segment of a circle. 
Here the railroad men and bridge tend- 
ers, with a big gang, fought the block- 
ade until driven to flee from the danger 
which menaced them and the bridge 
together. The backwater upon George- 
town swamped the wharves and houses 
in less than an hour, and threw schoon- 
ers up into the streets, and played hav- 
oc generally. At the same time it 
found its way around the obstruction of 
the bridge, across the monument lot, 
obliterating the valuable government 
fish ponds, overflowing the Smithsonian 
ground* and pouring down over all the 
lower section of the city. By 10 o'clock 
it had fillad every cellar and basement, 
and was flooding the first floors of the 
houses next to the mall, from Four- 
teenth street to the Botanical gardens. 
At 12 it had risen to the middle of the 
first stories of these lower dwellings, 
and the panic strioken inhabitants were 
being rescued from the second story 
windows by means of boats and express 
wagons, the water being up to the 
horses' backs. It had encroached on 
Pennsylvania avenue, which presented 
nearly half a mile of navigable water- 
way lully sufficient to claim considera- 
tion in the river and habor bill. 
The 


market men were compelled to hastily 
abandon the market house, which was 
soon in five feet of water. 
About the

is nearly a mile long, cost nearly a 
quarter of a million.

As the 
sidewalks were under water all pedes- 
trian travel was by roundabout ways, 
while tbe street can on tbe avenue line, 
the Herdios, boats and every means of 
transportation were in demand. Sev- 
enth street, opposite the Washington 
market, is five feet under water, the car 
line leading through tbia to the wharves. 
Passengers stood up in the seats and 
rode on top, the water lowing through 
the oar at every passage. The St James 
hotel is flooded on the first floor. The 
guests are unable to get out or in ex- 
cept by means of bridging inside and 
boats outside, while the National and 
Metropolitan cellars are full. Tbe wa- 
ter lacked two or three inob.es of being 
high enough to enter the office floors. 
To complicate matters of travel, early 
this evening a fire occurred on the ave- 
nue, and for more than an hour the cart 
were blockaded, leaving BO means for 
the public to get one way or the other. 
Early in the day tbe census office base- 
ment was overflowed, and it took the 
fire engines and hard work to save the 
census records. 


The damage will cost the city and 


government more money than would be 
required to demolish the Long Bridge 
causeway and build a new bridge. No 
loss of life is reported. A couple of 
women narrowly escaped drowning be- 
fore being rescued from a street car, 
and a couple of men by the overturning 
of a boat whioh collided with a carriage. 
A large number of poor families are 
drowned out in the lower sections.

WASHINGTON, D. C, February 13.— 


The cold intp which hu succeeded 
y«terd»y's thtw hu closed the Poto- 
mac (gain, while the breaking down 
ud sweeping away of the barriers of 
the Long Bridge hu relieved the city 
of the flood. The river is itill gorged 
with ice from shore to thore. Thon- 
iands of people hive visited the scene 
of yeiierday'* disaster today. 
The 


river .bank hu been lined with the 
floriomol both sexes and all conditions. 
The foil extent of the catastrophe can 
not be figured np. It ii safe to say, 
however, that tbe damage to private 


TOI.KHO, 0., February 12.—The loss 


and damage by the great flood of last 
night and today have proved much 
larger than was at first supposed. The 
loss ol parts of the Union &. Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and Cherry street pas- 
senger bridges 
have 
already 
been 


reported. This morning it wai found 
that the steamer Emerald and the 
schooners Benson, Atmosphere, Medit- 
erranean, Stalker, and Duntord were 
lying in the ice opposite the lower part 
of the city in bad condition, the Benson 
and Emerald s-unk and later torn to 
pieces. 
It was at first supposed that 


the greatest loss would be to the vessels 
and bridges, but it was found, early this 
morning, that this was only one feature 
of the damage. The middle ground 
and plumber district are covered with 
some seven or eight feet of water, doing 
incalculable damage to freight 
and 


stocks of lumber and logs. 
Besides 


the cellars of the wholesale and retail 
dealers, as well as private citizens all 
over the city, were flooded, invoking a 
loss of over $100,000. 


The situation this evening, instead of 


being relieved, has become really more 
alarming. The water, instead of imme- 
diately receding after reaching the 
highest point as was expected, has been 
gradually rising for the past twenty- 
four hours. The city is practically cut 
off from railroad connection in most 
directions, and the mails could not be 
sent to or received from Cleveland and 
Cincinnati this evening on account of 
the rising waters. The gas was shut 
off and the water works stopped pump- 
ing, so that most of the city is without 
an adequate supply of gas and water. 
It is thought that the total loss, 
including damage to property and loss 
of 
time, 
interruption 
to 
business, 


transportation, etc., will exceed $1,000,- 
000. 


A special joint sermon of tbe commit- 


tee was held this afternoon to see if any 
thing could be done to break the gorge 
and let off the water that was dammed 
up, until it was flooding the city more 
and more. 
Dynamite explosions were 


recommended, and a committee went 
with some parties who wanted to try it 
and were employed to make the test. 
Several cartridges were exploded in the 
thick, unbroken ice below the city, but 
no impression was made, and the scheme 
was given up. 
The coal yards arc all 


under water, and, if the present slate of 
things continues long, much inconven- 
ience and suffering will be occasioned, 
as none of the coal roads can deliver 
coal in the city. One of the 
most 


serious accidents to the railway interests 
was the destruction this afternoon ol 
the Canada Southern bridge, of Monroe, 
Mich., twenty miles from here on the 
River Raisin. The ice gorge occurred 
at that bridge, inundating the greater 
portion of the city. . The ice broke in 
the channel below, when the bridge 
gave way and was swept down stream 
with a great mass of debris, fence*, 
trees, lumber, etc. 
The loss in Monroe 


is estimated at about $100,000. No 
further damage is anticipated. 
The 


Canada Southern trains are running 
over the Lake Shore bridge at Monroe.

His enumerators are all Indians, 
and their equipment i« a single sheet 
of blank paper.

Indian makes a circle to represent a 
''wickiup," or camp, and within the cir- 
cle he makes figures to represent the 
number of persona in the family. 
The 


pquaws are distinguished by Irnes repre- 
senting gowns, while the lower extrem- 
ties of the bucks are left uncovered. 
Smaller figucs denote children of differ- 
ent sizes. 
Chief Numana takes the 


sheet containing the hieroglyphic1!, and 
with willow sticks from two to four 
inches in length he makes up his report. 
For every character representing an 
Indian he uses a willow stick, making 
a notch in those intended to enumerate 
the squaws. 
Tlio shorter sticks are 


used lo designate the number and size 
of the younger Indians. The sticks are 
then tied up and sent lo tho census 
office. 
The method, though rude, has 


served to furntsli an accurate ceii1-"^ of 
the Pmtei.
